_Govornmont opium, and tho 
maintenance of a- considerable 
force of Rovonuc Officors for tho 
purpose of = prevanting such 
trafficking or usc. Thoro is no 
“heck upon tha consumption of 
oplum apart from the high price 
charged for Governmont opium 
‘and the ponaltics imposed in 
rospoct of illicit opium, and it is 
obvious that tho continuance of 
tho prosont policy cannot load to 
the suppression of. tho uso of 

~~ yplum' in the’ Colony.” Tho’ pro- 
-blem to bo solved ia whothor, 
under oxisting conditions, it is 
possible to suppross, cithor im- 
- mediately or gradually, the con- 
sumption of opium In Hongkong. 
Tho Committee, in considor- 
ing this mattor, has ignored 
the finanoial aspect of the 
opium quostiun, ond it is agrood 
that, o8 far as it is concorned, the 
fact that tho Colony dorivos o 
considerablo rovonue from the 
nalo’ of opium is entirely 
irroloyant, 


DIFFICULT TO ERADICATE. 


Tho Committes is of tho 
opinion that somo twaonty to 
- twenty five por cont. of the adult 
Chineso population, including 
some ono to two per cont. of the 
adult fomale population, olthor 
smoko or swallow opium, Opium 
smoking: in China has porhaps 
tho same popular support as 
hotting has in England, and tho 
ono practico is probably. na 
difficult to oradicato as tho other. 
‘This atatement will no doubt 
bo trayorsod by tho argument 
that the oultivation of the poppy 
in Ohina wae practically put an 

- ond to about tho senor 1917, and 
. that tho final suppression of 


corn of tho Provinolat Govorn- 
monts hos boon toocradicate, not tho 
opium habit, but tho Indian opium 
habit, and tho failuro to attain 
this ond, until: India co-operated, 
may be attributed to tho fact that 
public taste vastly profors ‘the 
Indian to tho home-grown drug. 
In the prosont state of Chincso 
publio opinion tho only way to 
diminish or to put a stop to tho 
uso of opium fa to diminish or to 
put o stop to tho production of 
opium.... and, while. China 
continues to provide its popul- 
ation with opium in IHmitloss 
quantity, Hongkong, in attempt- 
ing to provent consumption by 
thogo Chinoso who happen to bo 
within ite -borders, is merely 
beating the air, . 

The Committeo cstimates that 
approximately oqual quantitios of 
Govornmont and illiclt' opium aro 
consumed in the Colony. An 
incroase in tha Government soll- 
Ing price..would. probably result 
{na pro tanto aubstitution of illicit 
for Govornmont cpium, Any 
substantial docrenso in the Gov- 
ornment selling price would 
almost cortainjy result in ao 
substantial inoreaso In consump- 
tion gonorally, aa Government 
oplum is of much suporior quality, 
and, if {¢ wore available gt the 
prico of illicit opium, the domand 
would bo very groatly incroased. 
The Committeo has carofully 
considerad the question of in- 
creasing tho number of Revonuo 
Officors and of providing more 
drastic ponaltiog for, trafficking 
In and using flicit opium, and it 
ig satisfied that moasuros alroady 
taken by the Govornmont go as 
far as is’ reasonably possible in 
this “"diroction™.-". 3- Sry e 
The Govornment, ‘which al- 
roady controle the opium busl- 
noss in Hongkong, is making 
orrangomentsa on tho lines sug: 
gostod in connection with rotail

RAISING ‘THE PRICE, 


It is. further stated that it 
would bo proferablo.to limit sales 
by raising the prico rathor than 
by restricting tho quantity on tho 
market, but noithor oxpedient 
would diminish.consumption, 15 
illicit opium would taxo the placo 
of Governmont opium. Tho 
Committee understands that in 
1920 tho Goavornmont of tho
